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ON THE WORK OF THE BRITISH MEDICAL 
ASSOCIATION. 
Presidential Address 
By H. A. Latimer, M.D., 


Chairman and Representative of the Division, and member of the 
Medico-Political Committee ; Consulting Surgeon, Swansea Hospital. 
GENTLEMEN,—Before IL proceed to deal with the subject of my 
address on this the first meeting of the Division of our Associa- 
tion, I desire to return my very cordial thanks to you for the 
honours you have conferred upon me in electing me as your 
Chairman for the.coming year, as well as for having returned 
me as your Representative for the past three sessions of the 
Representative Meeting. I assure you that I value very highly 
these marks of your confidence in me; and I wish you fully to 
understand that I undertake the work attaching to these 
offices with a great amount of personal pleasure, and with an 
earnest and confident hope that this work is not thrown away, 
but that, undertaken as it is in collaboration with a large 
number of men throughout the kingdom who have been 
favoured with the confidence of their Divisions,as I have 
been, and who have the best interests of their professional 
brethren at heart, advancement in the dignity, emoluments, 
and scientific attainments of the members of our Association 

will result from our labours. 

I have now been a member of the British Medical Associa- 
tion for over thirty years, and having been on the Council of 
our Branch, and having served as President of the same, I can 
fairly claim to have had considerable experience in its aims 
and aspirations. I therefore, with some confidence, can 
venture to speak of what has been done in the past, through 
this great organization, and can also venture to express the 
hopes that I entertain of the benefits which will accrue to us 
in the future through the combined efforts of its members, 
directed towards a common goal. 


ScIENCE AND POLitIcs, 

Now, everyone who has taken note of the dispositions of the 
members of the British Medical Association must have recog- 
‘nized a fact which is patent to the most casual observer, that 
it is composed of two classes of people—that is, that its 
members are by no means animated by the same desires as to 
‘the use their membership can be to them. A very large 
number of people within its fold have been content to ignore 
the advantages which result from action taken by a body 
made up of people who are united by acommon bond. Many 
of our members have no sympathy with that part of the 
Association work which deals with the economic and political 
parts of our calling. They belong to it solely because of the 
advantages they obtain from the scientific side of its work. 
They recognize that its membership gives them an opportunity 
of meeting their professional brethren in discussing practical 
questions of practice, and they are content with this and with 
receiving a weekly copy of the British MEpicaL JOURNAL. 
And, certainly, if one looked at membership from only these 
two points of view, as regards the question of value for money 
received, one might well rest content on this score; for 
within the pages of the JourNAL are enshrined much of the 
thoughts of the best men in our calling, and in it is to be 
founda a most attractive record of the continuous and pro- 
gressive work of our profession ; and the Divisional, Branch, 
and Annual Meetings of the Association itself, afford one a 
splendid opportunity of keeping up one’s work and of being 
abreast with the times. But I am thankful to feel that this 
class of member has ceased to be the dominant one of late 
years, and I am glad that the Association as a whole, whilst 
not in any way slighting or ignoring this immensely valuable 
scientific side of its work, has decided that it will adopt a 
forward policy in the social and economic part of its life.

Tur APPLICATION FOR A CHARTER. 
now to these questions, I do not think I can do 
tetter in speaking of the work of the Association than by 
up the consideration of those debated in the Repre- 
gentative Meeting at Leicester in July last. I need not dwell 
p such matters as the financial affairs of our body or the 
e for the formation of a superannuation for our clerical 
ataff, nor need I say more concerning the question of pushing 
forward the Public Health Bill, which, among other things, 
provides for fixity of tenure to medical officers of health. Of 
greater and of more interest to us was the interesting debate 
which ensued on the subject of the acquisition of a Royal 
to supersede our present mode of vee under 
Articles of Association. The resolution of Council, “ That the 
Re tative Meeting should issue the necessary authority 
for application on behalf of the Association to be made to the 
Privy Council, praying His Majesty to grant a Royal Charter 
of Incorporation to the Association,” was carried, after a 
lengthy discussion, with a rider: ‘‘ That the Central Council 
be inatructed to submit a draft of the application for a Royal 
Charter to the Divisions as soon as possible, with an estimate 
of the probable cost and an explanatory memorandum.” The 
argument for the Charter was that under the present Articles, 
when it was thought desirable to develop business in propor- 
tion to the needs of the profession, eminent legal counsel who 
were a»plied to said that we had no power to make the neces- 
gary changes under our present constitution, and that we 
should have a freer hand under the provisions of a Royal 
Charter. To this it was objected by opponents that freedom 
of action would be fettered and strangled by a Charter, for 
that under this arrangement the Association would not be 
able to do anything which was not specifically laid down under 
its terms, that it would be a costly thing to obtain it, and 
that, having obtained it, continual cost would be incurred in 
applying to the Privy Council for new powers to deal with 
new matters as they might arise. These allegations were 
denied, and it was stated that an ‘‘omnibus clause,” such as, 
“and by such other lawful means as in the opinion of the 
Association shall seem best calculated to promote the medi- 
cal and allied sciences, or to maintain the honour and 
interests of the medical profession,” if inserted in the Charter, 


‘would enable desirable changes to be made in the Association 


from time to time, as the necessity for them might arise. 


ContTRACT PRACTICE. 

The per questions involved in contract practice were in 
the end referred to the Divisions with a view to their being 
considered and reported on again. Those of you who have 
read the report with evidence taken on this subject of vital 
interest to the general body of practitioners, must have been 
struck with admiration at the amount of work done in getting 


“ap the same. As we shall have to consider this report shortly, 


{trust that when it comes up before us for debate and con- 
sideration members will take the trouble to study the matter 
presented to us very carefully, so that they may really come 
toadefinite decision on the points submitted to them. As 
far as I can see, the working classes, who are the people chiefly 
concerned in contract practice, have constantly whittled down 
our remuneration for work in connexion with clubs, whilst all 
their efforts have been directed to the obtainiaing of better 
wages and of diminished hours of labour for themselves. 
Owing to there being no fixed rules regarding minimum rates 


Of pay for clubs, the pay for medical services has been con- 


tinuously reduced by the simple and effective method of clubs 
accepting the men who will take them at the lowest fig 

Up to the time of our Medical Practitioners’ Association 
Friendly Societies were being contracted for at lower rates 
than what I obtained twenty years ago for the same work. It 
is only by determination to uphold each other, and to put out 
of professional friendship those men who undersell us, that 
we shall ever succeed in ee satisfactory rates of pay for 
this class of work. Meanwhile, it is unnecessary for me to 
elaborate this matter, as it is to come before our 
Division shortly for a consideration of the various items 
which it is desirable to debate upon; it suffices for 
me to enumerate the various organizations with which the 
matter deals and to say that I earnestly hope you will apm 
the SupPpLEMENT of the British Mepicat Journal of July 
22nd last, which, under the heading An Investigation into 
the Economic Conditions of Contract Medical Practice in the 
United Kingdom, is an embodiment of the report drawn up by 
the Medico-Political Committee of the British Medical Asseo- 
ciation. As this investigation deals with friendly societies, 


| works clubs, friendly societies institutes, medical aid socie- 


ties, provident dispensaries, public medical services, and 
private clubs, you will see that it practically embraces all sorts 
and conditions of contract practice. 


THE CoronEr’s Court. 
Another matter which has engaged, and will continue to 


engage, the attention of our Association is that of the conduct 


of the coroner of South-West London and the ignoring by the 
Lord Chancellor and the Prime Minister of communications 
made to them about this official. Surely you will all agree 
with me that our Association has been treated with dietinet 
discourtesy when I state the fact as set forth by Sir Victor 
Horsley in the SuprLEMENT of our JouRNAL of August sth 
last, that although the attention of the Lord Chancellor was 
drawn to the matter of the coroner in question treating “ the 
medical practitioners in the district” (over which he presides) 
‘*in a manner diametrically opposed to the interests of the 
community and the most elemen principles of equity and 
justice” on May 11th and July 27th, 1903, nothing whatever 
has been done to put matters right and the Lord Chancellor 
has only caused one letter, dated July 29th, 1904, to be written 
to us in which it states that his ‘‘Lordship’s present 
impression is not in favour of the coroner’s practice,’ and 
that ‘‘his Lordship does not as yet see that there is 
such a case as would found the exercise of the only juris- 
diction which he possesses, namely, to remove a coroner for 
misconduct in his office.’ I may say that Mr. Balfour, hav- 
ing been appealed to on this matter on July 25th, 1904, and 
March 6th, 1905, let the communications to him lie un- 
answered, and the fact of his having done so led to a very 
strong outburst of feeling of resentment in the Representative 
Meeting at Leicester. For my own part I am at a loss to 
understand how such an apparent discourtesy as this one of 
ignoring letters could ever have been committed by the Prime 
Minister, for Mr. Balfour is, of all men, one of the most 
courteous. Evidently he has no power in the matter com- 
plained of, all jurisdiction over coroners being vested in the 
Lord Chancellor. But still one would have expected notice 
to have been taken of our letters to him. I trust that the 
complaints of the Association respecting this coroner will be 
investigated, and I can hardly conceive that the representa- 
tions o1 a large body of men will continue to pass unnoticed. 

The other day I was talking about these matters to a 
medical man, wher he said to me, in effect: ‘ Yes, a precious 
lot of good you do with all your medico-political work! It is 
a good sample of what comes of it when you consider that 
you have been engaged for two years in remonstrating about 
a coroner, and that nothing whatever has been done in the 
matter aiter all this time.” ° 

Now, that is not the way I look at this business. I feel 
that if just claims for an investigation of an official are put 
forward by any body of men, and these claims are ignored, it 
behoves that body to put forth all its strength, and ito insist 
on a reasonable answer being given it. 

And if this incident proves nothing else, it shows, at any 
rate, that it is desirable that there shall be absolute union 
among medical men, so that their demands for justice may 
be made with irresistible force. If true to ourselves many of 
the slights and injustices from which we suffer would cease to 
obtain. But up to now we have not been true to ourselves. 
Take, for instance, this very question of the conduct of the 
coroner for South-West London. It is an allegation against

I can 
well conceive that there might be several medica! men in the 
kingdom who would like to enter Parliament, and who would 
be most suitable persons for doing so, who might yet refrain 
from a candidature 'on account of not being quite well enough 
off to stand the expenses of election and subsequent subscrip- 
tions. Three or four hundred pounds a year granted to such 
men might make all the difference between their standing, or 
not standing, for election. If they were returned as M. P.’s, 
they could: then hold watching-briefs, as it were, for 
the profession, and théir intervention in debates there 
might of incalculable benefit to us, and to the 
nation at large.

HEALTH OF ENGLISH TOWNS. 

Ew seventy-six of the largest English towns, including London, 7,804 births 
and 4,641 deaths were registered during the week ending Saturday last. 
November 18th. The annual rate of mortality in these towns, which had 
been 156 per 1,000 in each of the two preceding weeks, declined last 
‘week lu 155 per1,coo. The ratesin the several towns ranged from 4.7 in 
Hastings, 6.6 in Rochdale, 8.1 in Hornsey, 8.6 in Brighton, 8.7 in Hull,go 
in Burton-on-Trent, in King’s Norton, and in Aston Manor, and o2 in 
Grimsby, to 19.1 in Stockport, 19.7 in Liverpoool, 20.3 in Gateshead, 23.1 in 
Oldham, 23.3 in T ne 250 in Wallasey, and 307 in Bootle. In 
London the rate of mortality was 17.3 per 1,c0o, while it averaged 147 
per 1,000 in the seventy-five other large towns. The death-rate from 
the principal infectious diseases averaged 1.1 per 1,0cco in the seventy- 
six e towns; in London this death-rate was equal to 1.4 per 
t,oco, while among the seventy-five other large towns the rates 
es upwards to 22 in Tottenham, in King’s Norton and 
in West Hartlepool, 2.5 in Wallasey and in York, 2.6 in Rotherham, 
3.0 in Wigan, 32 in Preston, 3.3 in Bootle, and 4.2 in Merthyr 
‘fydfil. Measles caused a death-rate of 1.3 in Aston Manor and in 
Rhondda, 1.5 in Willesden, 2.0in Blackburn, and 27 in Preston: scarlet 
fever of 1.7 in Rotherham and 2.1 in Merthyr Tydfil; diphtheria of 1.5 in 
Grimsby and 2.0 in Reading ; whooping-cough of 2.2 in King’s Norton and 
25 in Bootle ; “ fever” of 1.7 in Wallasey and 2.4 in Wigan ; and diarrhoea 
of 1.9 in York. No fatal case of small-pox was registered last week either 
in London or in any of the large provincial towns. and no small-pox 
patients were under treatment last week in the Metropolitan Asylums 
Hospitals. The number of scarlet fever cases in these hospitals and in 
the London Fever Hospital at the end of the week was 4,120, against 4,222, 
4,200 and 4,154 at the end of the three preceding weeks : 425 new cases were 
— during the week, against 506, 522, and 494 in the three preceding 
weeks. 


: HEALTH OF SCOTCH TOWNS. 

DURING the week ending Saturday last, November 18th, 852 births and 
588 deaths were registered in eight of the principal Scotch towns. The 
annual rate of mortality in these towns, which had been 18 7, 17.6, and 17.5 
per 1,0co in the three preceding weeks, was again 17 5 per 1,oco last week, 
and was 2.0 = 1,020 above the mean rate during the same period in the 
seventy-six large English towns. Among these Scotch towns the death- 
rates ranged from 12.8 in Paisleyand in Leith,and 146 in Aberdeen, to 
«go 4in Dundee and 22.3 in Greenock. The death-rate from the principal 
infectious diseases averaged 1.9 per 1,000 in these towns, the highest rates 
being recorded in Glasgow and Greenock. The 275 deaths registered in 
Glasgow included 25 which were referred to measles, 3 to diphtheria, and 
6 to diarrhoea. Four fatal cases of diarrhoea were recorded in Edin- 
burgh ; 4 of measles and 2 of diarrhoea in Dundee; 5 of diarrhoea in 
Aberdeen ; 2 of measles in Paisley ; 2 of scarlet fever in Leith; and 3 of 
measles in Greenock. 


HEALTH OF IRISH TOWNS. 
DuRING the week ending Saturday, November 18th, sor births and 358 
deaths were registered in six of the principal Irish towns as against 517 
births and 358 deaths in the preceding period. The annual death-rate in 
these towns, which had been 21.9, 20 6, and 20.5 per 1,0co in the three pre- 
ceding weeks, fell to 15.9 per 1,000 in the week under notice, this figure 
being 0.4 per 1,000 higher than the mean annual rate in the seventy-six 
English towns for the corresponding period. The figures ranged from 39 
in Waterford and 9.6 in Limerick to 21.8in Belfast and 24.7in Cork. The
